No Sargeant or Corporal is at 
any time to Carry or Hold the 
Colours in the abſence of the 
Enſign, bnt onely a Pikeman. 

If a Battalion be Arraqued in 
Marching They are immediate- 
ly co Draw up, Facing either the 
ſame way they March or by 
Wheeling either to the Right or 
Left as the Ground allows, or as 
they are Attaqued. For the rea- 
dier performance of which, It is 
moſt neceſſary to practiſe a Bat- 
calion to it in Exerciſing. 

It a Battalion be Attaqued 
Marching 
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Marching in Three Diviſions (or 
more ) and thereby the Diviſt- 
ons obliged to Wheel to the 
Right. The Firſt Wing of Mus- 
ketiersis to Draw up on theRight 
of the Granadiers, and the 
Pikes on the Right of the 
Right Wing of Musketiers, and 
the Lefr Wing of Musketiers 
on the Right Hand of the Pikes, 
which takes up much leſs 
time then Marching round the 
Rear. 

Aſloon as ever there is occaſion 
to Prepare for being Attaqued 
on a ſuddain, or that the Com- 
mander in Chief is diſpoſed to 
Draw up a Battalion in that Me- 
thod, He Commands the Rear 
Half-Files of Musketiers to dou- 
ble their Front to the Lefc in 
Marching. And aſloon as ever the - 


Offt- 
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Officer in Chief gives Com- 
mand to the Musketiers to Make 
Ready ( which is co be Cocke 
and Guarded ) or in Exerciſe to 
make the Motion of it by Reco- 
vering their Muskets before them, 
The Pikemen art the ſame word 
of Command are to Port their 
Pikes, and the Drums to Beat the 
Preparative, which gives Notice to 
the Rear that they are to Draw 
up. The Enligns at the ſame time 
are to pive their Colours to the 
Right Hand-men of the reſpe- 
ive Companies who are to Re- 
tire with them immediately to 
the Center of the Pikes, and the 
Enſigns to take the Pikes which 
the ſaid Soldiers carried, and are 
to March at the head of the 
Pikes. 

' The Drums that marched be- 
tween 
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eween the Ranks of the Muske- 
tiers (as alſo thoſe of the Grana- 
diers ) are to joyn themſelves to 
thoſe Drums that March with 
the Pikes. Ard the Ho-boys to 
joyn with che Colours. 4 

Aſloon as ever the Drums beat 
the Preparative , every Diviſion 
( except the firſt ) is to March up 
with all the ſpeed they can 
keeping their Order, the firſt 
Divition marching no faſter then 
it did before. The Ranks in 
Marching are to cloſe forward to 
Six foot, which the Sargeants are 
to be very careful to ſee kept ve- 
ry even and in good Order. 

'The Granadiers are to be divi- 
ded into Three equall parts, One 
third with the Captain at the 
Head of the Pikes, ſome Eight 
paces from the firſt Rank, and the 
| ewo 
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two other parts on the Right and 
and Left of the Battalion. Thoſe 
at the Head of the Pikes are to 
be Commanded to Pyeſent and 
Fire when the firſt Rank of Mus- 
ketiers are commanded to Kneel, 
and afloon as ever they have Fi- 
red they are to make ready their 
Granado's, and after the Two laſt 
Ranks of Musketiers ( who Fire 
before the Front Rank ) have F1- 
red, Then they are to deliver 
their Granado's And to put their 
Daggers into their Firelocks, 
Thoſe Granadiers on the Right 
and Left of the Battalio?, are to 
Fire as the Musketiers Fire,thar is, 
the T'wo laſt Ranks to Fire with 
the Musketiers, And aſloon as Fi- 
rcd are to put their Daggers into 
their Firelocks. The Front Rank 
of Granadiers having their Gra- 
nado's 
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nado's ready, are to kneel when 
the firſt Rank of Mugketiers 
kneel, And after the Two laſt 
Ranks have Fired, They are to 
ſtand up, And when the firſt 
Rank of Musketiers Fire , They 
are to deliver their Granado's, 
And immediately to fix their 
Daggers in their Firelocks. And 
when the Musketiers Club their 
Muskets and Fall on, They are 
ro Charge with their Daggers as 
aforeſaid. 

When the Battalion has Mar- 
ched (lo near that the Grana- 
diers may throw their Granado's 
ſo as to fall among the Enemy ) 
with the Officers both Caprtains , 
Lieutenants and Enfigns in one 
Rank at the Head of the Battali- 
on T'wo good paces from the firſt 
Rank of Soldiers with their Pikes 
I in 
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in the ſame poſture with the 
' Pikemen, which they are to ob- 
ſerve, The Commander in Chief 
gives the Command to Halt, Ac 
which word of Command the 
Drums are to ceaſe from Beating, 
and all the Officers in the Front 
ſtand atthe Head of the Battali- 
on in one Rank, as is ſaid before, 
Two paces from it with their 
Pikes Ported. 

Four of the Sargeants that 
Marched with the Pikes before 
they drew up are to Draw up 
with them, Two with the farlt 
Rank and Two with the laſt on 
che Right and Lefr of each Rank, 
The reft of the Sargeants areto 
be on the Flanks, and to affiſt the 
Officers in the Rear, who are to 
be the ſame Officers that march- 
ed in the Rear of the Diviſions 
before 
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before they were drawn up, and 
ro continue in the Rear of the 
Battalion and to take care of it. 
Onely the eldeſt Captain that was 
there is to come up immediately 
to the Front at the Head of the 
Left Wing of Shot, And the Sar- 
geants are immediately (upon 
che Battalions drawing up) to be 
very exact in making the Ranks 
even at Six Foot diſtance, 
The Files are to be kept ar the 
ſame diſtance ( as is ſaid before ) 
ſo that every Soldier may have 
free liberty to uſe his Arms; 
The beſt Rule for which is, That 
every 'Sgldier keep halt a Foot 
from his Right-hand-man. 
Aſloon as the Commander in 
Chief has Commanded them to

Which they are to do by Fall- 
ing back with the Right Legs, 
and not ſtepping forward with 
their Left, and keeping their 
Muskets {o low, that the Two o- 
ther Ranks may Fire eaſily over 
them.

Rank to Kneel, The whole Rank 
of Officers at the Head -of the 
Barcalion, retire at one time into 
the Intervals, juſt behind them of 
che firſt Rank of Soldiers, bur are 
to take Care that the Soldiers 
perform their Duties.

be thought fit, and ordered by the 
General for 'the Security of the 
Camp, is to March before the Ar- 
my that he may have time to view 
the ground and to Settle the 
Camp, not far from Water if it 
may be with convenience, Which 
being done, He is to order the 
arter-Maſter-General to Set 
out the Ground to the Majors of 
the Brigades, who thereupon Set 
it out to the Adjutants of each 
Regiment, who divide it for each 
Troop or Company. The Major 
General in the mean while is co 
Ride about the Camp to Poſt the 
Main-_ 
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Main-guards as he finds beſt for 
the Safety of the Army, and is 
. to order the Quarter-Maſter Ge- 
neral what ground or Village he 
{hall cake up for the Kings Quar- 
ters, as allo ſome commodious 
place for the Park of Artillery, 
and another for the' Breaa- Carts 
which is commonly near the Cen- 
cer of the Army with the Hol- 
pital. | 

When every thing hath been 
done as above mentioned, and the 
Camp all Marked out, "I'nen the 
Major-General 1s to fend an 4id 
de Camp to give Notice to the Ge- 
reral that all is ready. And at 
the Entring into the Camp the 
Major General is to racet the Ge- 
neral to give him a full Account 
of every particular, The Adju- 
rants General of Horl2 and Foot 
attend- 
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attending always on the General 
that they may be ready to Execute 
his Orders, and make Detach- 
ments without delay. 

Tt is the uſual Practice to 
Camp an Army in two Lines, 
The Second diſtant from the Firſt 
Three hundred Paces; Thar is, 
From the Head of the firſt Line 
to the Head of the Second , 
whereof One hundred and twen- 
ty are for the Encamping of the 
Firſt Line, ſo that there remains 
One hundred and eighty Paces 
for the diltance between the laſt 
Tents of the firlk Line and the 
Head of the Second. And if the 
Army Encamp with 'a Reſerve, 
Then the ſame diſtance is to be 
oblerved by them. 

The Horle are to be Poſted on 
the Wings, and the Foot in the 
Middle 
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Middle in ſuch a manner that the 
Lines of the Camp look towards 
the Enemy and be Covered be- 
hind by a River, Brook, or Marſh, 
if it may be with Convenience. 

Every Squadron conliſting ih 
Three Troops, and fhfty men in 
each Troop, muſt be allowed fif- 
ty paces. And every Battalion 
conlilting of ſixteen Companies 
and fifty men in each Company, 
muſt have One hundred paces al- 
lowed for their Encamping. 

All Troops or Companies of 
Horfe or Foot conliſting but of 
fifty men are to be Encamped on 
one Row of Baraques or Hutss ; 
But when Troops or Companics 
conſiſt of more men, there muſt 
be ewo Files of Baraques or 
Hutts. 

Ic is to be obſerved t'iat in each 
Squa-

Squadron or Battalion The Co- 
lonels'Company be always upon 
the Right or Left, And there 
make their Row of Hutts. Be- 
hind them muſt be left a ſpace for 
the Street. Then the Second 
Company make their Row of 
Hurts, near to which the Third 
makes theirs, leaving the ſpace of 
two Foot onely between their 
Hurts, which is called the By- 
Street. And the fame thing is to 
be obſerved by the Horſe. 

The Hurts of the Foot always 
open towards the Street, the Ba- 
raques of the Cavalry always to- 
wards the Horſe Heads. 

The Hutrs of the Qyarter- 
Mafter and Sargeants are alway 
co be at the Head of the Troop- 
ers and Soldiers, And the Ofti- 
cers Tents behind. 


-Þ The 
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The Camp of the firſt Bri= 
gade of the Army is on the Right 
Hand of the firſt Line, That of 
the ſecond on the Left, the Third 
1s Poſted on the Right of the Se- 
cond Line, the Fourth on the 
Left, and the reſt in the Center 
according to their Seniority. Fhis 
15 to be obſerved among the Horſe 
as well as Foot. 

The Dragoons are never to be 
Encamped in the Body of the 
Army but have their Camp at the 
Head or on the Wings on that fide 
where the greateſt danger is , 
ſerving always as an Out-guard 
for the Army. 

Every Regiment 'is to have a 
Guard at the Head of their Camp, 
And the Major General for the 
day, takes care to place the great 
Guard in a proper place and di- 
{tance 
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ſtance from ' the Army towards 
the Enemy, chooling for that Ef- 
fe&t a place where all the Ave- 
nues may be diſcovered. There - 
it is to continue during the day, 
and at night is todraw off near the 
Army at the Head of the Foot. 

When an Army Encamps near 
an Enemy, and there be no River 
to divide them, the General of- 
rentimes Entrenches his Camp 
and makes his men pals the night 
under Arms. 

The Colonel , or Officer of 
Horſe who Mounts the Guard, is 
to ſend off an Out-guard, or Ad- 
vance-guard conſiſting of Twen- 
ty four Troopers Commanded 
by a Lieutenant, whom he Poſts 
where he ſees moſt convenient in 
a place from whence the Coun- 
trey about may be eaſily diſco- 
yered, P' 2-4 
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The Duty of him who com- 
mands the great Guard,is to letno 
perſon whatſoeverpaſs without an 
Order, to look every where about 
and to ſend Noticeto the General 
whenever, he diſcovers any 
Troops or Forces. 

It is to be obſerved, That the 
Meaſure. of ground beforemen- 
tioned, is meant onely for Encam- 
ping of an Army, For if it were 
to be Ranged in Battle in caſe of 
Service, the diſtances between the 
Battalions or Squadrons are to be 
greater then in a Camp. It mult 
be endeavoured as much as may 
be, That the Second Line be e- 
qual to the Firſt , keeping the 
lame diſtance upon the Right and 
Letr. 


Ths 
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The Particulars of Encainp- 
ing a Battalion. 


Hen the Quarter-Maſter 
hath his Ground allotred 
to him for Encamping a Bartrali- 
on (which is commonly One 
hundred Paces) he is to divide it 
in the manner following, Yi; 
He - muſk allow Seven © Foot 
Square to each Hut, Two Foot 
to the By-ſtreets, and Fifreen Foot 
to the great Streets. Every Com- 
pany conſiſting of Fifty Men, 
ought ro have Ten Hutts 3 And 
there muſt be the diſtance of 
Two Foot between the Hurts. 
The Kitchins muſt be marked 
out at Twelve Foot diſtance from 
the laſt Row of Hutts, and are 
Dt P13 ro 
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to be placed juſt over againſt 
them, ſo that the Streets may be 
open quite through for the Offi- 
eers to pals eafily to the Head of 
the Camp asthere ſhall be occa- 
ſion. The length of the Kitch- 
ins is to be Nine Foot, and the 
breadth Six Foot. There muſt 
be Thirty Paces diſtance between 
the Soldjers Kitchins and the 
Front of the Captains Tents ; 
| Forty Paces diſtance between the 
Captains Tents and the Front of 
the Tents of the Subaltern Ofhi- 
cers ; and the remaining Ground 
is for the Encamping of the Field- 
Officers, and the Captains Equti- 
page. The Suttlers are to En- 
camp behind the Officers Tents : 
The Colonels,and Field-Officers, 
and Staft-Officers Tents are to be 
'in the Center of the Battalion,

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behind the Tents of the Ca- 
ptains. | | 

There muſt be Twenty os 
Thirty Paces between one Barta- 
lion and another : The Sarge- 
ants Hutts are to be at the Head 
of the Soldiers, - to open the con- 
trary way; That is, to the 
Front. : 

The Pikes ( whether they are 

laced againſt a Croſs or in a 
Stand) muſt be allowed at Eigh- 
teen Foot diſtance from the 
Hutts.

a Squadron. 


Hen a Quarter-Maſter of 
Horſe hath his Ground 
allotted to him for a Squadron, 
which is cammonly Fifty Paces , 
He is to divide it in the foHow- 
ing manner, Viz. He muſt al- 
low Three Paces for the length 
of a Baraque, and Two Paces 
diſtance from the op2ning of the 
Baraques to the Stakes to which 
the Horſes are faſtened, and 
Three Paces for each Horſes 
ſtanding, and Ten Paces for the 
Street. : 
To.the Second Troop is to be 
al owed Two-'Paces diſtance, 
: ER Three 
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Three Paces for their Baraques, 
and One Pace diſtance for the 
By-Streets. | 

The Third Troop muſt have 
Two Paces diſtance, Three Paces 
for the Baraques, and Three Pa- 
ces for the Horſes, after which 
there will remain Fifreen Paces, 
which makes the diſtance from 
one Squadron to another. 

If the Squadron be ſtronger, 
they mnſt have more Ground, 
this being onely for a Squadron 
of One hundred and fifty Men in 
Three Troops, each Troop ma- 
king but one Row of Baraques. 

The Colours are to be placed 
at Eighteen Foot diſtance from 
the Front of the Baraques, in the 
ſame Line with the Pikes. 

There are commonly Ten or 
Twelve Baraques ona Row for 
every 
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every Troop of Fifty Men , and 
there mult be at leaſt Two Paces 
diſtance from one Baraqueto an- 
other. 

For the Kitchins belonging to 
the Troops, the Officers Tents, 
and the Suttlers which attend up- 
on the Troops, the ſame Mea- 
ſures are to be obſerved in Pro- 
portion as are uſed for Encamp- 
ing of Foot. By a Pace is meant 
Three Foot.

In a Battel, the Captains and 
other Officers are to March in a 
Line 3 But coming within Shot 
of the Enemy, and the Muske- + 
tiers Marching ready Cockt and 
Guarded, when the firſt Rank is 
Commanded to Kneel, the whole 
Line of Captains and other Oih- 
cers 1s to Retire each'of them into 
the Intervals of his Files next be- 


hind 
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hind his Poſt, . yet ſo that they 
may look to the Right and Lefc 
of = Battalion. 

The Officer Commanding the 
Rear, is to obſerve that the Batta- 
lion keep Marching, to caule the 
Soldiers to cloſe forwards ealily 
without noiſe or confuſion. His 
chief care is, to Command 
the Pikes to March always 
even with the Wings of Shox : 
For it often happens, thar in 
Marching any derabile time 
in Batecl, the Wings Advance, 
and Form a Hali-Moon, ſo that 
the Pikes in the middle being ECX- 
treamly preſled upon, the Barta- 
lion falls into confuſion 3 Bur 
provided the motion of the Pikes 
be equal with the Right and 
Left, the Battalion cannor be diſ- 
ordered in its March. Above 

all, 
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all, care muſt be taken to pres 
ſerve the diſtance in Rank and 
File, according to what has been 
faid already. X 

The-Granadiers ( when there 
areany) are to be Drawn up on 
the Right of the Battalion, and 
ro augment it without intermix- 
ing with it, or troubling the Or- 
der of it, they being a ſeparate 
number of Men that are to be 
always ready for whatſoever 
{hall be Commanded them. 

The Commander of a Battali- 
on may be on Horſeback at the 
Head of it, when the Captains 
are on Foot, with their Pikes in 
their Hands, in as much as 
he is to be ſtirring to all parts; ro 
ſee that they March as they 
ſhould ; and above all, that none 
ſpeak except himſelf, or the Ma- 


Q, jor 
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jor by his Order; And isto alight 
when the Mugketiers make 
Ready, and ro March with his 
Pike Charged againſt the Ene- 
my. 
When an Army is drawn up 
for Barrel, the uſual diſtance be- 


tween the Lines is Three hun- 
dred Paces. 


Of Garriſons and Guards. 


& Ofhcers uſually placed 


in a Garriſon, are a Gover- 
nour, a Lieutenant-Governour, a 
Major, Aid-Major, and Captains 
of the Gates. 

It is the Governours part to 
have a continual care of the Pre- 
ſervation of the Place Intruſted to 
him. His Ofhce is to appoint the 
Guards, 
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Guards, Rounds, and Patrolls, to 
give the Word every Evening, 
viſit the Poſts, keep the Officers 
and Soldiers to their Duty , 
Charge them to be diligent, and 
to ſend our frequent Parties as 
well to learn News of the Ene- 
my, as to Raiſe Contributions 
from the Neighbouring Coun- 
rrey. 

The Lieutenant-Governour , 
or Officer in Chiet, Commands 
in the Place and Government in 
abſence of che Governour, with 
the ſame Authority. 

The Major ſees the Guards 
Mounted, the Rounds and Poſts 
Aſſigned, He Regulares the Cen- 
tinels, goes every Evening to re- 
ceive the Word from the Gover- 
nour, and gives it about upon 
the Place of Arms, to the Quar- 


Q 2 rermaſters 
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termaſters and Sargeants of the 
Garriſon. He goes his Round- 
Major, Viſits the Corps of 
Guards, and ſees that all the Sol- 
diers Arms are Fixt and in good 
Order ; Hecauſes neceſfary Am- 
munition to be diſtributed a. 
mong them, Orders the Gates to 
be opened and ſhut, and gives 
che Governour an exact Account 
of all that paſſes in the Place. 

The Aid.majors are more or 
leſs in number, according to the 
greatneſs of Places; They go 
che Rounds with the Major by 
turns, and the Duty of their Pla. 
ces differs nothing at all from 
his, they being as Aſſiſtants to 

im. 

The Care of the Captains of 
the Gates is to go Evening and 
Morning to the Governours 


Houle, 
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Houſe, to receive the Keys of the 
Gates, that they may open and 
{hurt them. 

There 1s uſually in every Gar. 
rilon (eſpecially a Frontier 
Town ) a Commiſſary of Ar. 
tillcry, a Store-keeper who keeps 
Account of all the Ammunition, 
and diſtributes ic according to the 
Governours Order, a certain 
number of Gunners, whereof 
there is always to be one on the 
Guard at the Batteries, a Com- 
miſlary of Proviſions who hath 
the Charge of the Corn, Flower, 
and ail that may ſerve for the 
Suſtenance of a Garriſon. 

The Officers who are in a:Gar. 
riſon, owe all Obedience and 
Relpe&t to the Governour or 
Commander in Chief, and they 
cannot be abſent for any reaſon 


ET loever, 
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ſoever, without a permiſſion 
from him in Writing, or from 
the Perſon that Commands there 
in his abſence. 

In Garriſon, ſome Men are to 
be placed at the Gates, whoſe 
Care 1s onely to obſerve Stran- 
gers that come in and go out, and 
according to the comparing the 
Memorials which they and all 
the Inn-Keepers of the Town are 
to bring every Evening to the 
Mayor ; It is known how many 
Strangers are every night in the 
Place, what they are, and where 
they Lodge. 

The hour of Mounting the 
Guard is diflerent in Gariſons, ac- 
cording to the inclination of the 
Governours; In ſome Places it 
is done at the break of day, be- 
cauſe at the time when the Gates 
are 
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are opened ( which is the uſual 
hour of Surprizes) Two thirds 
of the Garriſon are in Arms; 0- 
thers mount it at Ten of the 
Clock in the Forenoon, or to- 
wards the Evening; but the 
moſt uſual time is at Two of the 
Clock in the Afternoon: 

Whilſt che Drums beat for the 
Guard, the Sargeants or Corpo- 
rals are to go to the Major's 
Houle, who makes them caſt 
Lots for the Poſts and Rounds, 
and writes them down in a Regi- 
ſter kept for that purpole. 

Having done fo, they return to 
their Companies or Squadrons, 
who gather together before the 
Captains Quarters, and if they 
do not Mount by whole Compa- 
nies, but by Detached men 
( which is the molt practicable 


Q4 way 
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| way of doing Duty) the Sarge- 
ants Lead them in good Order, 
Drums Beating as far as the Place 
of Arms, to that part where the 
Guards of the Poſt which has 
fallen'to their ſhare, ought to 
meet, 

When all the Detachments are 
Drawn up on the place of Arms, 
Formed ready for the Guards, the 
Major or Aid-major makes the 
Officers draw Lots for the Poſts 
and Rounds, beginning by the 
Captains, and ending ar the Sar- 

eants. | 

At the Places which are weak- 
eft, and where there is greateſt 
danger, there ought to be a 
ſtronger Guard Commanded by 
a Caprain, with a Sub-Lieutenant 
or Enſign, and Two or Three 


SAargeants, 
The 
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The Guards being Set, and the 
Officers having taken their Poſts, 
che Major begins to make the 
Guard ot the Place of Arms ( or 
the Main Guard ) March off, 
then thoſe of the Gates and Ba- 
ſtions: And laſtly, thoſe that are 
without, 

Whilſt the Guard is Mount. 
ing, the Officers of the Guard 
that is to be Relieved, pur their 
Soldiers in Arms, and Draw from 
the Guard, that they may leave 
the Place to the Guard that is to 
Relieve them, and Poſt them- 
{elves over againſt them, every 
Officer ſtanding in his Poſt at the 

Head of them. 

The Officers of the Guard that 
is Relieved Delivers to them 
whatever Orders there are, the 
Corporals do the like to their 
| Comrades, 
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Comrades, they Charge them 
with the Furniture of the Corps 
of Guard, and inform them of 
the Number of Sentinels that are 
to be Ser,.as well by Night as by 
Day, and of what they have to do 
extraordinary. 

The Confignations being 
made, and the Sentinels R.elie- 
ved, the Officers of the Guard 
that is Relieved March oft their 
Soldiers to the Place of Arms ; 
where when they have Drawn 
them up, they diſmiſs them. 

The Officers of the Guard that 
have Mounted, Command the 
Soldiers to ſet down their Arms, 
by theſe Words of Command, 
the Pikes being Advanced, and 
Muskets Shouldered. 


Recover your Aris. 
Ranks, 
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Ranks, File off by Diviſion 
to the Right ( oz Left. ) 
March. 
Set down your Arms in 
god O:der, 


As ſoon as the Arms are ſet 
down, the Officers are to Order 
the Corporals to take care that 
they be in condition ro Fire, and 
that the Bandaliers be provided 
with Powder and Ball, Flints or 
Match, and to give (trict Com- 
mand tothe Sentinels that are at 
the Gates, never to ſuffer any ſtop 
of Waggons or Carts upon the 
Bridges, "Charging them to ſtop 
the Carriages that come 1n or go 
out, until they know that no 0-. 
chow are coming to meet them. 

When a Stranger on Horſeback 
. or Foot, offers to come into the 
Town, 
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Town, the Out-Sentinels are to 
ſtop him, then to call the Corpo- 
ral, who/gives notice of it to the 
Officer, and the Officer ſends one 
or two Musketiers with him to 
the Governours Houle. 

At whatdiſtance ſoever a Sen- 
tinel diſcovers any Troops, he 
ought to give notice thereof tothe 
Corps of Guard, and the Officer 
cauſes immediately the Barrier 
to be made faſt, or a Bridge to be 
Drawn, letting no body in,unleſs 
the Major, or Aid-mayor bring 
Orders for it from the Gover- 
nour. 

When it is time to {hut the 
Gates, the Bell is rung to call in 
thoſe that are abroad in the Fields, 
and the Aid-majors, or Captains 
_ of the Gates, attended by ſome 
Musketiers of the Main-Guard, 
come 
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come to the Governours Houſe 
for the Keys, and as ſoon as they 
come to the Gates, the Officers 
Draw the Guard in Two Ranks, 
and Order the Musketiers to ſtand 
Guarded, and fend ſome of the 
Pikemen to help to Draw up 
che Bridges. 

After the Gates are ſhut, One 
half of the Guard is to be drawn 
upon the Rampart to pals the 
night in the Corps of Guard of 
the Curtains or Baftions. The 
Corporals ſend ſome Soldiers for 
Firing and Candle, And the Sar- 
geants go to the place of Arms 
to receive the Word, which is no 
looner given bur the Sargeants of 
the Guard carry the Word to their 
Officers and give it about among 
the Corporals, who command 
theS entinelstoſuffer no body af- 
ter 
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ter that time to paſs upon the 
Ramparts without commanding 
them to Stand and giving Notice 
of it to the Corps of Guard. 

The Taptoe or Retreat is Beat- 
en either at Nine or Ten, as the 
Governour directs. 

When the Major goes the Round, 

the Officers of the Guard receive 
him by the Corporal and 'I wo 
Musketiers, and give him the 
Word once onely, "Thar is, at his. 
Round- Major. 

When the Governour, Lieute- 
nant-Governour or Commander 
in Chiet go the Round, The Oth- 
cers having Ranked their Soldi- 
ers before the Guard withour 
Arms, Send a Corporal and Four 
Musketiers to receive them Ten 
paces off, And are to give them 
the Word as often as they pleaſe 
ro: 
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trodemand it, All other Rounds 
without exception ought to give 
the Word to the Corporals or 
Lanſpeſades of the Corps of 
Guards who receive it with the 
point of their naked Sword at the 
Breaſt of him who gives it. 

In Garriſons that are well guar- 
ded, The Rounds go every quar- 
ter of an hour, To the end the 
Rampart may never be unfur- 
niſhed. And that there may be 
an exactneſs in it, They carry 
Meddals of Lead from Guard to 
Guard, ſo that it there be any ne- 
glect it may be found where it 
WAS. 

The Rounds are made with 
Light, and ſo ſoon as a Sentinel 
percelves any, It is his Duty to cry, 
Who comes there # io loud 
that he may be heard by the next 
_ Corps 
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Corps of Guard. He who goes 
the Round ſhould Anſwer. 


The Round, Or 
Lhe Round-Majoz. Or 
The Governours Round, 


The Sentinels by whom he 
paſſes ſhould always Reſt their 
Arms and . never permit any 
whomlſoever to come too near 
them. When he draws near a 
Corps of Guard, The Sentine] 
before the —_ ſhall ask him

Then the Round Advances and 
gives the Word into the Corpo- 
rals Ear ſo low that he cannor be 
heard of any body elſe. Bur it 
one ſhould give any other Word 
then what is true, He ought ro 
be ftopt, And the Officer of the 
Guard is to be acquainted with 
It, who eicher keeps him all night 
R a 
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$ a priſoner, or diſpoſes of -him as 
he thinks p:oper. 

Though all Sentinels Reſt their 
Muskets in the night, and ſtand 
with their Pikes Charged when 
any Round or Officer comes by, 
yet in the day the Muskets are to 
be Shouldered and the Pikes Or- 
dered. 

The Our-corps of Guard make 

Rounds about the covered ways, 
but give no Word, They being 
onely made to hearken, and eve- 
ry Soldier goes the Round by 
urns. 

The Patrolls are made in the 
Streets by a Sargeant and Six 
Musketiers of the Main-Guard to 
cauſe the Soldiers to retire to their 
Quarters, The publick Houſes to 
{hut their Doors, and to hinder 
the Diſorders that may be com- 
mitted, 
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mixted, ſtopping and carrying to 
che Guardall that are found inthe 
Streers without Light and diſor- 
derly. 

At what hour ſoevet the Alarm 
is Rung All the Companies are 
with ſpzed and diligence to aſ- 
ſemble before their Captains 
Quarters, who are to lead them 
to the Poſts that have been ap- 
pointed them by the Major. 

Atthe Break of day the Drums 
Beat the Reveille, the Aid-Majors 
and Captains of the Gates come 
to the Governours for the Keys, 
and the Officers of the Guards 
bring off che Soldiers that paſſed 
the night on the Ramparts, and 
Rank them in cwo Ranks, and 
make them ſtand with their Arms 
guarded whilſt the Gates are Q- 
pening. The Majors fend a Sar- 
R 2 GEeant 
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geant with ſome Musketiers to 
Scout in the Suburbs and in the 
Hollow Ways about the Town, 
and draw the Bridge upon them 
uncil they come back. When they 
bring an account that there is no 
Danger the reſt of the Bridges are 
let down. "The Corporals place 
che Out-Sentinels whom they in- 
form of what they have to do. 
The Majors and Captains of the 
Gates carry back the Keys to the 
Governours Houle, and the Ofh- 
cers make the Soldiers ſet down 
their Arms. 

In Garriſons that are well pro- 
vided with Horſe, The Gover- 
nour places daily a Guard of Fifcy 
Troopers, and ſends every morn- 
ing an Ofhcer with ſome Horle- 
men to Beat the Road a Mile or 
'Two round the place. 

Every 
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Every Officer of a Guard is 
to Anſwer for his Poſt, and no 
man, not ſo much as his Colo- 
nel can Command him in any 
thing except the Governour of 
the place or he who Commands 
in his Abſence. | 

All Governours or Comman- 
ders in Chief ought to have a 
Sentinel at their Door, and as of- 
ten as they paſs by any Corps of 
Guard the Officers are obliged to 
draw out their Soldiers before the 
Guard in a Rank without Arms 
and Stand at their Head. 

If the Goveraour or Com- 
mander of a Place be a Lieute- 
nant-General, he is to have a 
Guard at his door conliſting of a 
Lieutenant, Sargeant and Thirty 
men who are to be under Arms 
as well as the other Corp of 
R } Guard.

Guard every time he pafles, but 
the Drums are not to Beat the 
March. 

If the Commander of a Place 
be a General, he is to have a 
Guard of Fifry men Command- 
ed by a Captain, a Lieutenant, a 
Sub-Lieutenant or.an Enſign and 
rwo Sargeants, And all Corps of 
Guard are obliged to be under 
Arms when he paſles, and the 
Drums to beat the March. : 

When any Prince of the 
Bloud, or General of an Army 
paſſes through a Garriſon, The 
Governour furniſhes them with 
2 Foot-Guard ; And at their En- 
try and Departure Salute them 
with Cannon. 

Memorandum, All Field-Officers 
and Commanders of Battalions are 
exempted from mounting of Guards. 
Dat 
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That the Regiments and Troops of 

Guards are never to Roule with any 
ether Regiments or Troops, but are 
always to chooſe their Poſts. 

That the Sargeants of the Regiments 
of Guards are never to recerve Or- 
ders in the Ring with any other 
Sargeants, but n a Ring ſeparately. 


(General Direftions. 


He Officers are to take 

reat Care that their Sol- 

diers keep themſelves cleanly and 
handſome in their Clothes,as well 
as their Arms in good order, [r 
being as much the Duty of an 
Officer to ſee that a Soldiers 
Cloaths and Shoes and Stockings 
be as they ought to be, as their 
Arms, and eſpecially upon Moun- 
ting of Guards or coming upon 
R 4 Duty -

Duty They are to ſee that they 


have every thing in order, 


The Captains of Foot, Liew- 
tenants and Enſtgns are: to wear 
their Gorgets whenever they are 
upon Duty, or appear in Arms 
with their Companies. 


"Tis very neceſſary for all Cap- 
tains and Commanders of Com- 
panies to practiſe their Musketiers 


to Exerciſe Pikes, and their Pike- 
men Muskets ; As alſo to practiſe 
their men to Shoot at a Mark, 
Which is extream uſeful. 


'Tis to be obſerved that in 
| Marching a Battalion in "Three 
Diviſions, the Diſtances between 
the Diviſions be neither too great 
nor too little, The beſt Rule for 
which is the judgment of the Ot- 
ficers, to keep juſt ſo much Di- 

ſtance 
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ſtance between the Diviſions as is 
neceſlary to Wheel a Diviſion to 
make good the Front as if. you 
were to draw up on a ſudden. 

In Marching by Subdiviſions 
alſo, the ſame Method is beſt for 
the diſtances between every Di- 
vition. 

No Sentinel or Soldier under 
Arms is to bowe or' pull off his 
Hat. 

It is likewiſe to be cbfinentl 
That when the Pikes or Muskets 
of a Body of men are all Order- 
ed, and that they be to Shoulder 
their Muskets and Advance their 
Pikes, The Musketiers to be 
Commanded to Poiſe and Shoul- 
der their Muskets before the 
Pikes are to Advance. 

When Officers are at any time 
to be Divided and Poſted, Ir is to 
be

be done by the Odd and Even as 
the moſt eafie way. 

Upon Detachments or Parties 
all Officers of Horſe are to com- 
mand according to the Dates of 
their Commiſhons, and all Offi- 
cers of Foot according to the 
Ranks of their Regiments and 
not according to their Commil- 
tions, But the Lieutenants 
and Enfigns of the fame 
Regiment upon ſuch Detach- 
ments or Parties are to Command 
among themſeives according to 
cheir Commiſſions and not the 
Rank of their Companies. 

In Marching off .any Pa- 
.Tade or Place where men are 
drawn up, The Pikes are to con- 
tinue Advanced till they have 
Marched clear of the Place of 
Arms, The like is to be obſerved 
| when

when a Body of men areto draw 
up, or that they March before 
any Perſon that comes to view 
them, 
0 Soldiers are to March with 
Coats on their Arms, or 
Sticks: in their Hands,or any ing 
ro incumber them. 


Of Councels of War, or Courts 
Martial. 


N an Army the Councel of 
War is always to Meet at the 
Generals Quarters or Tent, 

Andnone are called to it but the 
Lieutenant-Generals, the Major- 
Generals , the Brigadiers , and 
the Colonels or Commanders of 
Bodies when the Matters concern 
their Regiments. 

Private 
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" Private Councels of War or 
Courts Martial in a Garriſon are 
cither Held at the Governours 
Houſe, at the Main Guard, or 
where the Governour orders. In 
a Camp, Atthe Colonels Tent , 
who caules Notice to be given to 
the Cap:ains to be preſent. 

Whea all are met, The Gover- 
nour or Colonel or he who is to 
Sit as Preſident, takes his place at 
the head of the Table , the Cap- 
tains Sir about according to their 
Seniority (that is to lay) The 
Firſt Captain oa the Right Hand 
of him that Preſ1des, The Second 
on the Left, and ſo of the reſt. 
And the Town-Major or the 
Aid-Major or Quarter-Maſterof 
the Regiment, who in the abſence 
of th2 Judge-Advocate diſcharges 
his Office, is to Sit in his Place art 
the 
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the lower end of the Table. 

The Lieutenants, Sub-Lieute- 
nants and Enſigns have right to 
enter into the Room where the 
Councel of War (or Court Mar- 
tial) is held, Burthey are to ſtand 
at the Captains backs with cheir 
Hats off, and have no Vote. 

If the Councel be Called to 
Deliberate on ſome Matter of 
Conſequence, "The-Preſident ha- 
ving Opened it to the Court, Asks 
their Opinions. 

The youngeſt Officer gives his 
Opinion farſt, and the relt in or- 
der till ir come to the Preſident 
who ſpeaks laſt. The Opinions 
of every one being ler down in 
Writing, the Reſule is drawn con- 
formable to the Plurality of 
Votes which is Signed by the Pre- 
{1deat onely. 


If 
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If the Councel of War, ot 
Court Martial be Held to Judge 
a Criminal, The Preſident and 
_ Captains havins taken their pla- 
ces and the Priſoner being 
brought before them, And the 
Informations read, The Preſident 
Interrogates the Priſoner about 
all the Facts whereof he is accu- 
ſed, and having heard his De- 
tence, and the Proof made or al- 
ledged againſt him, He is order- 
ed to withdraw, being remitted 
ro the Care of the Marſhal or 
Jaylor. Then every one judges 
according to his Coaſcience, and 
the Ordinances or Articles of 
War, The Sentence is framed ac- 
cording to the plurality of Yores, 
and the Criminal being broughr 
in again, The Sentence 1s Pro- 
nouncedto him in the name of the 
Councecl 
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Councel of War,or Court Martial. 

When a Criminal is Condem- 
ned to any Pnniſhment, the Pro- 
voſt Martial cauſes the Sentence 
ro be put in Execution, And if it 
be a publick Puniſhment, the Re- 
giment ought to bt drawn toge- 
ther to ſee ir, that thereby the 
Soldiers may be deterred from of- 
tending. Before a Soldier be pu- 
niſhed for any infamous Crime, 
he is to be publickly Degraded 
from his Arms and his coat ftripr 
over his ears. 

A Councel of War or Court 
Martial is to conſiſt of Seven ar 
leaſt with the Preſident, when ſo 
many Officers can be brought to- 
gether, And if it ſo happen that 
there be not Captains enough to 


make up that Number, the infe-  - 


r1our Officers may be called in.
